I asked whether trailer folk went 
to church much. Ma looked her scorn: 
“Trailer people are no different than 
others,” she reproved me, “Some go 
to church, some don’t. We may live 
like gypsies, but we ain’t ‘shiftless. 
Church service twice every Sunday in 
camp, and’ churches in every town 
yon stop in. They tell me there’s 11 
ministers in the Sarasota camp right 
now, and eight doctors.” 

I asked Dad how much it had cost 
him to build this trailer. 

“Just short of four hundred dollars, 
but I put in chromium hardware and 
bronze screens, and that metal sink, 
and a short-wave radio, and spring 
cushions on the beds. This. job’d cost 
about’ $800. from a dealer. They'll be 
cheaper with assembly line produc- 
tion.” . 

‘I said I had looked them over at 
Sarasota where 50 models were exhib- 
ited and at least 50,000 people had 
seen them in two weeks. We talked 
technicalities /for a time, while Ma 
went to the front end of the: trailer 
drew a curtain, and in perfect boud- 
oir privacy ‘changed her dress to go 
to the movies.

“Drive a trailer rig, and you'll learn 
more about safety first than you 
ever knew. You're carrying your own 
house with you, and even though you 
may have it insured you don’t want to 
smash it up. It’s your rolling home, 
and you're proud of it.” 

I'd noticed that. They were very 
few slovenly kept trailers I visited 
later in Florida. 

Sarasota tourist park, city owned 
and operated, is the largest “town on 
wheels” in the world. It is a 30-acre 
reservation, fenced, policed, drained 
with sewers, city water, light-and- 
power connections, a huge recreation 
hall, and even a laundry for ladies 
who. prefer to wash their own. 

The annual winter convention of 
Tin Can Tourists of the World had 
just ended its fortnight session. At 
that time there were parked on the 30 
acres and on overflow plots an im- 
pressive total of 1,094 outfits, from 
automobile tents to a $5,000 yatch on 
wheels. The registered population was 
2,619 at the peak, and it included 
doctors, lawyers, merchants, rétired 
business chiefs, butchers, bakers and 
even, to complete the jingle, a few 
petty thieves. A town of 2,619 is 
quite a city—45 states were repre- 
sented, along with most of the Cana- 
foreign 
countries, including Cuba and Mexico. 

The Sarasota municipal rates will 
give you an idea of parking charges. 
The base rate is $1 a week for two 

persons; with electric lights $1.35 
Full service for a couple costs $2.50 
a week and provides unlimited power 
lights ‘and electric heat, toilet facili- 
| ties, all entertainment, including shuf- 
|e board and horseshoes,. dances and 
,card-club sessions, also music and the 
lnews from the outdoor loud-speakers 
hooked up to the camp radio. That

| perly insulated hull, a trailer is kept 
‘warm with one of these midget stoves 
even in below-zero temperatures. A 
dollar a week will keep one snug in 
anything but blizzard weather. 

How much extra does it cost to 

haul a trailer? About a quarter-cent 
per mile, on the average. Speed, of 
course, affects the cost. You can drive 
with a trailer as fast as you can 
without it, but speeds above 45 miles 
an hour may break up your home in 
a collision. At present, license tags 
for trailers cost from about $3 up to 
$2, varying with the state and the 
weight. But when the legislators over 
the country tumble to the trailer you 
watch the taxes go up! 
. There were not a dozen commer- 
cial makers of trailers four years ago. 
Now there are nearly 400 and they 
can hardly meet the demand. This 
new industry is growing even faster 
than the automobile industry did in 
its first five years. 

Trailerites were dubbed “tin-can 
tourists” by real estate men and hotel 
keepers in the early days. They were 
said “to live out of tin cans and in 
tin-can cars,” and there was the old 
joke about the tin-can tourist who 
came South in the fall “with one 
shirt and a ten dollar bill, and he 
never changed either.” Opposition to 
these campers was bitter in towns 
where the revenue depended largely 
upon tourist rents. Sanitary ordinance 
governing the camps were passed— 
and they were needed—but the result 
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to help fellow members.” «There were 
to be “no fees, no dues, no graft.” 
That organisation expanded into: the 
Tin-Can Tourists of the, World, with 
branches in many, foreign lands, and 
now has 35,000 registered members. 

/Other uses for the trailer are devel- 
oping. One specially built trailer is 
a travelling sample room for refrig- 
erators; far more effective than sel- 
ling from a catalogue, the salesmen 
say. A builders’ supply. firm sends a 
huge trailer touring over the. terri- 
tory covered’ by..its dozen. branches, 
and people crowd in to see what is 
inside-—an exhibition of fittings and 
materials for houses. In Hollywood, 
and perhaps elsewhere, a circulating 
library takes the books to the house-

| ELIMINATE DIPHTHERIA 


Dr. L. M. Morton, in the Canadian 
pangs Health Journal for October, 
1938, relates his experience in the use 
{of diphtheria toxdid for the control of 
diphtheria in Yarmouth, Nova Seco- 
tia. 
| Yarrfiouth was early in the field of 


}toxoid immunization. Dr. Morton 


; Who became medical officer of health 


study in Johns Hopkins. His experi- 
ence in Baltimore taugnt him the im- 
| portance of immunization against 
diphtheria so he approached the Town 
Council in 1929, and explained the 
subject. He met with a very cold re- 
ception. One df the members of the 
council, a doctor, declared immuniza- 
tion was in the experimental stage, 
that it was dangerous and unsafe. 
Three months later, in May 1929, thie 
town had an epidemic of diphtheria. 
In the four succeeding months there 
were 60 cases with two deaths and 
two laryngeal cases saved only by 
tracheotomy. 

Dr. Morton grasped the opportun- 
ity. He was alluwed to proceed with 
his experiment provided no additional) 
money was spent. He. began his 
campaign in August of the same 
year. The local press assisted by 
publishing articles written by the 
medical officer detailing the serious- 
ness of the malady and extolling the 
virtues of diphthéria toxoid. A life 
insurance company secured and loan- 
ed a film on diphtheria which . was 
shown free of charge by the local 
theatre. The company’s agents car- 
ried literature on the subject into the 
homes they visited. Consent slips 
were distributed to all school children 
to be taken home for the parent’s 
signature. With the aid of the dis- 
trict health nurse a Saturday morn- 
ing clinic was established at the 
health centre. Careful records were 
kept. During the months of August 
and September 495 children received 
full immunization. This work has 
since then been carried on by suc-

, Ror every, mine that strikes it rich 
there are one thousand that are fail- 
utes; but it is the excellent returns 
afforded ‘by the godéd mines that in- 
duce people to risk their money on 
ticklish enterprises. 

Once the decision is made to exploit 
a promising showing from one to two 
million dollars is required to sink a 
shaft, extend tunnéls and build the 
mining plant. Even then, the veins 
may peter out quickly and the whole: 
expenditure be lost. 

The People’s Weekly might well 
point out all these things if it wants | 
to be fair. It might also point out 
that Canadian metal workers are a- 
bout the best paid in the world and 
are also taken care of far better than 
in the great majority of other coun- 
tries. 

A hundred million dollars in divi- 
dends may look like a huge sum, but 
the total expenditure in mine devel- 
opment should be mentioned in order 
to make a just comparison. It might 
be more than a couple of billion dol- 
lars. If dividends are restricted or if 
taxation is maintained at too high a 
level the industry will languish and 
the number of those employed decline 
from year to year while further de- 
velopment will likely end abruptly. 


WHAT MAKES 
A SMALL 
TOWN GROW? 


We are well acquainted with the 
fact that no two towns enjoy the 
same measure of success, Practically 
all the small towns in our vicinity. 
came from the same small beginnings 
At first they consisted of little more 
than a railroad siding and one store 
. ... but where some have remained 
more or less stationary throughout 
the years, others have grown to thriv- 
ing and busy centers. So points out the 
Chauvin Chronicle. editorially. » Why 
is it? 


Generally we are apt to lay all the 
blame on geographic position, and it 
would be foolish to try to say that the 
geography of a district in which a 
town is located has nothing to do with 
its success. 

Nevertheless it is dangerous to al- 
low this excuse to deaden our senses 
to the fact that while the eventual 
results of a town’s development’ must 
be modified by the size and quality of 
the area which it serves, the rea! 
success Of business in the town, and 
the effective margin of its territory, 
depends on something else altogether. 

Small towns have one chief purpose 
in their existence. This purpose is to, 
serve the population of its district. | 
A town does this by supplying mer-; 
chandise, services, entertainment and 
education. Obviously the extent to! 
which they can supply the require-; 
ments of the people they serve will 
have much to do with the amount 
of trade they will draw from that 
area, and also in defining that area. 

While there are seasons when the 
farmers will take his business to the | 
nearest center in order to save travel | 
the advent of cars and trucks has! 
made conditions quite different to the 
conditions of 20 years ago. Throughout 
most of the year a few miles makes 
but very little difference, and the town 
itself, with its services, its entertain- 
ment its business atractiveness and 
its own peculiar personalities becomes 
the deciding factor as to where the 
buyer will trade. And such is in many 


instances the life-blood of the growth!
